So extended a front cannot have been 
held by the Bulgarians in force, and, 
therefore, probably they operated in two 
main armies, the object of each of which 
was to crush the Turkish ffanks and de- 
velop turning movements. The Turk- 
ish right appears to have held its own, 
and, if anything, to have had the best 
of the fighting. Its left, however, has 
been crushed and driven in, with the re- 
sult that it is doubtful whether N vazim 
Pasha is in a position to do anything 
but retreat as rapidly as possiblé behind 
the Tchataldja lines.

“Education asa career” was Dr. Mar- 
tin’s Aopic. He said the teaching pro- 
fession is yearly becoming more attrac- 
pret to voung men and women, because 
| of the development -it brings through 
;contact with the pupils. Education is 
| continually growing more spiritual, he 
| said, in a review of the history of educa- 
| tion in which he showed how the idea 
of teaching pupils from books at their 
j«dlesks had gradually changed to the 
| principle of taking the learner out into 
life to learn from things themselves 
rather than from descriptions of them. 
He spoke of meeting a party of school 
children. taking their Swiss geography 
lessons during an actual tour of the 
Alps. 

The program opened with an organ re- 
cital by Franz Reissmann of Boston, fol- 
lowed by devotional exercises conducted 
by the Rev. Edward Cummings. The 
Lotus Glee Club contributed three num- 
bers during the forenoon: and there was 
a hymn by the audience, under the 
direction of Fred W. Archibald, instruc- 
tor in music at the Salem Normal school. 

Dr. Claxton said, “The system of pub- 
lic education must be constantly ad- 
justed. It must always be a little be- 
hind what people say it should be do- 
ing and a little ahead of what it has 
been doing. He advised the teachers not 
to be disturbed by the criticism of per- 
unacquainted with practical con- 
ditions. ‘ 

One of the fundamental needs of edu- 
cation is to develop the child before the 
teachér and not some other child, to do 
the best for the child being taught, the 
teacher should know his _ -parentage, 
family and interests, he said. 

That teacher is best prepared to help 
the child, said Dr. Claxten, who goes 
about into the shops and fields, where 
the father and other members of his 
family are, into the homes of the chil- 
dren, and can then regulate instruction 
to the interests of the child’s life. 

“Education, and particularly elemen- 
tary education, is not a thing to be 
brought out of the heavens or from tie 
ends of the earth. Education is not a 
cloak with which to clothe the child, or 
a thing to ram down his throat. It is 
not a separate thing. Education is a 
state or condition consisting of an up- 
lifting, a refining, an organizing, an in- 
terpretative and interpreting experience | * 
of the child,” said Dr. Claxton. 

Dr. P. P. Claxton, United States com- 
missioner of edueation, had for his topic 
“Some Vital Relations in Education.”

NEW PLANT LINER 
CVANGCLINE (9 RICH 
FOR ThE Flftol TIME 


On board the new Plant line steamer 
Evangeline, which reached port for the 
first time this forenoon from Halifax, N. 
S., shipping men and merchants are in- 
specting the craft, which is the latest ad- 
dition to the fieet operated by the Plant 
line between Boston and the Provinces. 

The new craft is 364 feet long with a

her a gross tonnage of 4500 tons, 

Her «displacement is 5650 tons and the 
6000-horsepower engines with which she 
is equipped give her a speed of 18 knots. 

Much attention has been given to 
| Passenger accommodations, and with the 
260 staterooms she can carry 700 people 
besides her crew of 95. 

In the forward end of the steamer 
and leading from the grand entrance, 
there is a large socia] hall or music 
room, 50 feet by 30 feet, aft of which 
“staterooms de luxe.” The 
dining saloon, with accommodations for 
150 people, is on the main deck, forward 
of the grand stafrway, and is 60 feet by 
45 feet. She has six decks, all neces- 
sary life saving apparatus in compliance 
with the new federal law, is equipped 
with Lord Kelvin’s sounding machines 
and a powerful wireless telegraph set.

Acceptance Opposed 


“This statute,” said Francis R. Bangs, 
“which comes before the voters at the 
state election on Nov. 5 for their ac- 
ceptance or refusal, would authorize the 
city to borrow $2,500,000 outside the debt 
limit. Of this not more than $500,000 is 
to be expended in’ any one year.

“The statute does not specify or re- 
quire any particular improvement, nor 
at any general or compre- 
hensive plan. It proposes that the city 
follow the plan set forth in the report 
ot the commission on metropolitan im- 
provements, but this is a mere proposi- 
tion binding on no one. It is, however, 
provided that at least 60 per cent of the 
money shall be expended ‘in the suburban 
districts. And this is the only indication

“It must be remembered that Boston; plan justifying the exercise of such

“When a project for a great public 
work has commended itself to the peo- 
ple, the cost has usually been met by 
borrowing outside of the debt limit, and 
sometimes to the extent of $5.000,000 in 
a single year. Compared with a sum 
like this, the expenditure of $2,500,000 
in five years, even outside the debt limit, 
is not extravagant in itself. The ques- 
tion is—what do we get for it, and here 
we. come to the chief and last consid- 
eration in support of the act that will 
be submitted to the voters of Boston 
for acceptance or rejection on Tuesday 
next. 

“Tt is a measure of home rule. So far 
from agreeing with the criticism that the 
Legislature does not specify what street 
improvements are to be undertaken, I 
deem it preposterous that a Legislature 
consisting of 280 members, three quar- 
ters of whom are electel outside of Bos- 
ton, shall plan or direct the street sys- 
tem of its metropolis. 

“That is a function to be performed 
o: delegated by the city government, a 
compact body consisting of the mayor 
and a council of nine (you might almost 
call it a commission) elected at large by 
the voters of Boston to administer its 
local affairs. Better than the Legisla- 
ture, a compact body representative of 
the whole city can decide, among the 
crying needs for street improvement, 
which gre the most pressing, which will 
afford the best return for the money 
expended. Better than the Legislature, 
a compact municipal body, seeking to do 
its duty, can decide how best to finance 
the projects which it decides to execute. 


The land needed for streets, if it has } 


to be purchased, can be paid for by an 
issue of long term bonds; it is a per- 
manent asset not likely to diminish in 
re cCionbtitiehiell on the other hand, 
should not be bonded for a longer term 
than will fully serve ‘the purpose for 
which the outlay is made—traffic streets 
have to be virtually rebuilt every 20 
years.

The object is clearly to raise 
by loans what should be paid for by 
taxes. 

“Where a city intends tc make some 
large public improvement of such a 
character that it will not have to be 
repeated, as for instance the laying out 
of great streets such Dorchester 
avenue, Columbus avenue or Common- 
wealth avenue it is proper to raise the 
money by loan, even outside the debt 
limit if necessary. But where the work

proposed is of a fragmentary character, | 


mere patch work, a little widening here, 
not a little resurfacing and repairs of 


longs to the recurrent class of operations 
which we expect to continue in various 
parts of the city, not only for the next 
five years but as long as the city con- 
tinues to grow. It is proper that this 
work should be treated as an annually 
recurrent expense and paid for out of 
taxes, and not by loan. 

“In any case where money is borrowed 
to meet recurrent expenses it is obvious 
that because the money must be paid 
back, the time soon arrives when the 
debtor finds itself in the position of bor- 
rowing a certain sum each year and at 
the same time paying back in the same 
vear what it borrowed in some previous 
year with interest added. Eyen when 
the money is spent in acquiring land or 
making permanent improvements, this 
holds true, assuming that the borrower 
will continue to acquire additional land 
and make further similar improvements 
every year. The spendthrift feature of 
the scheme does not arise from the con- 
sumption of what is bought with the 
borrowed money, but from the fact that 
it is well known to the borrower that it 
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be. within. or outside a the debt limit. 
This is a weighty decision and will try 
out the city council, and its action will 
largely determine whether or not it shall 
ever again have the same opportunity. 
Borrowing is borrowing, whether within 
a debt limit or beyond it, and all bor- 
rowing must be justified by circumstances 
and looked upon as an impairment of 
financial and moral independence. Finan- 
cially we can tell what the world in gen- 
eral thinks of Boston by the terms on 
which the city can place its loans. Mor- 
ally the city government is responsible 
to the taxpayers and must give a better 
return than formerly; for what is prob- 
ably the greatest per capita cost of any 
municipal government in the world. 

“To sum up the case, the Legislature 
of 1912, having placed the responsibility 
for planning, executing and financing the 
street improvements in Boston exactly 
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‘where it belongs, it is for the members 


of the city government to justify the 
trust reposed in them under penalty of 
disgrace.” *

NEW YORK—Governor Wilson left 
for Rochester today expressing pleasure 
the reception he received at Mad- 
ison Square Garden last night.

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practically level boulevard from 100 to 
120 feet wide through the center of the 
city. 

The railroad proposed to four-track 
the tunnel and depress its tracks about 
15 feet below the present level at Nor- 
man street and about six feet below the 
present level of the rails at Bridge street. 
This would necessitate a raise in the 
street grade of six feet at the present 
Norman street crossing and some 15 
feet at the Bridge street end of the tun- 
nel. The railroad proposes to reach these 
elevations from contiguous streets, such 
as Norman, Front and New Derby streets 
at the south and Bridge street on the 
north, by a rise on a five per cent grade. 
To this the city engineer, objeets and 
with the city solicitor insisted on a 
three per cent. street grade. 

The railroad’s plan for abolishing the 
Mill street crossing to the south of the 
present railroad station, contemplates 
the construction of a _ viaduct, from 
Washington street, across the tracks, in 
a direct line with Endicott street and 
doing away with the present “Mill hill’ 
road. This viaduct starts from Wash- 
ington street hill at present grade and 
descends to Margin street on a five per 
cent grade. The city insists on a three 
per cent grade and presented plans to 
that effect. 

One of the innovations is the rail- 
road’s plan to~-cut a new street from 
Endicott sfreet, to Mill street, in a direct 
line with Margin street, which leads to 
the freight houses. The plan provides 
for a 40-foot street but the city, in view 
of the way veing the main thoroughfare 
from the freight house, insists on a 60- 
foot street. 

In order to build this new road, it 
would require taking seven houses and 
buildings and the land on which they 
stand. The land not used for the street 
would be utilized in the yard and ap- 
proaches to the new station which will 
be located on the westerly side of the 
track on Mill street, with its northerly 
end about on a line with the southerly 
end of the present depot. The plans for 
the new station, however, are merely 
tentative. 

The plan for 


abolishing the North 
street grade crossing, as presented by 
the Boston & Maine, provides for a 
bridge, 201% feet high abave the present 
tracks, which will be depressed some 
three feet. The approaches on North 
and Bridge streets to this bridge, as 
planned by the railroad, are by five per 
cent grades. 

The city insists that these grades shall 
not be over three per cent and between 
North and Washington street on Bridge 
street, not over 24% per cent grades. The 
city engineer demands that the 
coal-pocket tracks be depressed to the 
same level as the Lawrence branch 
tracks and the bridge lowered 21% feet. 

The projected Boston & .Eastern Ele- 

vated railroad has a location at this 
point and in order to obtain the neces- 
sary headroom for street traffic beneath 
this elevated structure, the city engin- 
eer proposes that the Boston & Eastern 
elevate its structure some five to six 
feet higher than planned. 


OFFICIALS DIFFER 
ON TRAFFIC SQUAD 


That present traffic regulations if 
properly enforeed are sufficient for al- 
most all of the city’s traffic problems 
is the opinion of Mayor Fitzgerald, who 
on Thursday advocated the _ establish-

stantinople, apparently executed a wide 
turning movement on the southern bank 
of the Ergene, with the result that their 
cavalry were reported in the neighbor- 
hood of Rodosto. Simultaneously the 
Bulgarian left advanced along the Kirk 
Kilisse-Constantinople road and attemp- 
ted to develop a great turning move- 
ment through wooded hills which cover 
Istranja dagh in the direction of Midia 
on the shore of the Black sea. As a 
result of the operations, the Bulgarian 
right had, it is claimed, occupied Muradle 
station on the main Constantinople rail- 
way line due north of Rodosto. 

In such a position there were two 
courses open to Nazim Pasha, first to hurl 
every reserve he could gather upon the 
Bulgarian left and endeavor by crushing 
it to neutralize the success of their right 
wing, or to. use his reserve to cover his 
retreat on Tchataldja. 

The first, if successful, would have 
been efficacious; if unsuccessful it would 
have meant complete rout of the Turk- 
ish. forces. So far as information at 
present available goes he chose the lat- 
ter. If this proves to be the case, though 
very badly beaten he will -have been able 
to cover the retreat of 
Tehataldja. 

Morally this would be the end of the 
war.

His advice as to keeping the 
feet steady on the ground, if followed, 
would save hundreds of golfers who 
habitually raise their left foot in ap- 
proach shots, many strokes, as also his 
caution to let the loft of the mashie do 
the lofting and not attempt to assist it 
by fancy wrist work. The cut shot and 
the running approach are also fully dealt 
with. 

Vardon modestly disclaims any au- 
thority on the art of putting except in 
the negative way of knoWing how it 
should not be’done! But his putting 
this year, and especially in the News of 
the World tournament last week, has 
more than wiped out the reproach of his 
past five or six years, and his advice on 
the subject is both interesting and sound. 
“The finest way to putt,” he says, “is 
the way that gets the ball into the 
hole. And confidence is half tne battle.” 

One of the points on which the pro- 
fessional is superior to the amateur is in 
recovering from difficulties, and Vardon 
has a valuable chapter on this subject. 
He tells you the most advantageous 
way to get out of sand-bunkers, and 
mentions incidentally that since the ad- 
vent of the rubber-cored ball a bunker 
is often by no means the worst place to 
be in when near the hole. “If vou know

WHY COTTON HAS 
BEEN ADVANCING 


NEW YORK—tThere has been 
upward swing of cotton prices since the 
end of last Wednesday's market 
operations added $1 a bale to Decem- 
ber, With a somewhat smaller to 
all other months, but none 16 
points.

In 
Alabama there has been a decrease of 
20 per cent in acreage and an average 
vield 25 per cent less. Disposition of 
farmers there is to hold for better prices 
if they can see their way clear to do it. 

Various local points report that plant- 
ers have sold about all that neces- 
sary for them to clear up their debts, 
and that for balance they will wait for 
better prices. Where ginning has been 
done, seed has sold from 314 to $20 a 
ton, and this materially helped them 
to save their cotton. :

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| The Near 
Eastern 
Question 


THosE who have no need to borrow, -those 
who have need to borrow and have friends 
Crushing in time of need, and the much larger class 
‘of borrowers who have bank connections and 
Out who can make loans on reasonable terms, 
have little, unless it be in human sympathy, 
in common with the multitude that for 
numerous reasons are compelled to seek 
financial help, and, because of their dire need 
of prompt assistance, are forced to take the 
help offered on whatever terms the lender may propose. For years 
the city newspapers have contained at intervals accounts of hardships 
imposed by usurers upon small botrowers, and for years legislators 
throughout the United States have been striving to enact laws for 
the extirpation of the so-called loan-shark evil. Reformers engaged 
in this work, however, have had to contend with a phase of the prob- 
lem that has seemed at times to offer an insuperable difficulty. ‘The 
question, in other words, has been how to drive the usurer out of 
business despite the silent yet potent antagonism of the usurer’s 
victims. | 
A report has just emanated from the usury bureau of the New 
York district attorney's office, instituted four months ago. Accord- 
ing to this, the usurious loan business of the city named, conserva- 
tively estimated, amounts to $20,000,000 annually. All of the loans 
that come under this head are for less than $200 each, and the 
average interest demanded and paid is 200 per cent. At least 30,000 
city employees, the report says, are paying toll to money lenders, and

It is not conceivable, with the momentum gained during the past 
year by Boston’s merchants and port officials in arousing influential 
shipping officials to bestir themselves, that local capitalists will prove 
lethargic and Jacking in courage when a chance opens to establish 
new lines of trade with southern ports, or that state officials will 
decline to cooperate in the onward movement. Any attempt to play 
politics at the present time, by obstruction methods that balk obviously 
necessary prompt action, would only injure men small enough to 
descend to such tactics. 

There is no phase of the local trade and transportation situa- 
tion, whether one view it from the standpoint of land or of ocean 
lines, more vital than proof of the willingness of Boston’s owners of 
wealth to defend local interests and to run risks as investors in 
cooperating with the men of vision who are now pushing the local 
commercial extension plan. Alien control, whether in New York or 
Europe, can easily pass beyond a safe point with Boston and New 
England welfare in mind; and there is far more truth than 1s pleas- 
ant to face, however needed it*’may be, in testimony recently given 
to federal officials sitting in Boston showing the untoward effect 
upon Boston’s export trade of passing of control of former New

Falling in many states of the Union, where 


restrictions consciously placed have had the 
Literacy effect of diminishing the number of voters of 

| negro stock. ‘To a lesser degree but none

| | against. would-be citizens. recently emigra- 
| | ting from European countries where ‘certain 
apes ~~~ influences have been against diffusion of 
knowledge. Another circle of potential voters, with more schooling 
and quite,a different immediate past history, are likely to be prac- 
tically disenfranchised by the increased duties to be thrust upon vot- 
ers by widened use of the ballot in determining legislative policies. 
The initiative, referendum and recall are all forms of balloting that 
play into the hands of the educated and literate classes of a com- 
munity. They exalt the individual voter to a plane of power in 
decision of important matters of state which hitherto has been 
reserved for representatives of the people. 

This being so, persons who still believe in majority rule and in 
the participation of a maximum number of voters in settlement of 
all political issues, will be the first to wel¢éome the official statistics 
just issued by the census bureau as to illiteracy in the United States. 
[t is evident that the educational machinery of the country, for sup- 
port of which such vast sums are spent, is producing results. _Includ- 
ing both adults and children, the number of persons in 1900 who 
could not read and write was 10.7 per cent. In 1910 it had fallen 
to 7.7 per cent. But among children from 10 to 14 years of age the 
rate during the same period declined from 7.2 to 4.1 per cent. — Illit- 
eracy among native white children has fallen to 1.7 per cent, which is 
a higher rate, be it noted, than is found among foreign-born chil- 
dren resident in the large cities. The national average is still kept 
low by the 18.9 per cent of negro illiterates, but here again the past 
decade has registered a marked decline. So that, taking the far look 
ahead, when the present children of the country are in power, the 
national illiteracy rate bids fair to be as low 4s it is in some of the 
advanced countries of Murope with their longer established tradition 
of education and their more homogeneous population.

The main group of the exposition approach is to be slightly 
above the sea level; the great wings are to rise against steep hills 
behind, facing out upon the harbor to the north. It will be a gateway 
of courts, a central court around which are to be grouped seven 
others; to be ipterconnected east and west, opening in each case to 
the north garden, or Marina, a conspicuous feature of the fair. 
These sections in the foreground will each be secluded by peristyles, 
thus standing apart, each presenting a distinctive type of the world’s 
architecture. Beyond all this, set among gardens such as can be 
created only in California, will be the palages of the exposition. 
There will, of course, be numerous government and state buildings, 
oriemal and occidental in design, esplanades, promenades, terraces, 
waterfalls, scenic surprises, all in warm colors. Color indeed, will 
be one of the striking characteristics of this fair, and the effects that 
are expected to be produged will owe their charm no less to the 
reflected Pacific tints by day than to the electric light by night.
